CLAIMS 

5 What is claimed is: 

1. A motorized bicycle, comprising: 
a bicycle frame; 

a front wheel and rear wheel secured to the frame for 
rotary motion thereof; 
.^10 S a pair of pedals; 

!^ a drive train, linking the rear wheel to the pedal 

:f! sprocket; 

^3 a horizontal shaft internal combustion engine, having a 

motor pulley, the p^^ls linked to the motor pulley for 
i3 15 «? causing the motor pulley to rotate; 

M a clutch assembly, having a clutch pedal, the clutch 

O assembly selectively linking egine to the motor pulley for 

selectively allowing the engine to rotate the rear wheel. 

20 2. The motorized bicycle as recited in claim 1, further 

comprising at least one brake mechanism, and at least one 
brake lever in communication therewith for allowing a user to 
slow rotation of one of the front wheel and rear wheel . 

25 3. The motorized bicycle as recited in claim 2, wherein the 
frame further has a pair of hand grips, wherein a throttle 
mechanism is located at one of the han) grips, and wherein the 
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throttle is in communication with the internal combustion 
engine .
